The heteropods, dnzzling
white and almost shapeless, can often
be seen flonting on the clear water,
Thelr bodles are almost transparent,
and they have In addition to o long
tall a powerful socker, by which they
eling to senweed. When these crea-
tures are Irritated they seem to emit
a light from all over the body, though
one writer describes one In whilch the
light—red In this case—scemed to radl
ate from the conter of tie anfmnl,  Of
all the light giving animals the salpa
1n enld to be the most wouderful., Like
the heteropod, this animal Is provided
with claspers that enable it to fasten
1o seaweed and rocks, 8o plentiful are
they In Callfornlan waters that the
Banta Catalina channel, which ls from
eighteen to twenty miles wide and
about forty-five miles long, 15 at times
Hterally covered with them as far as
the eye can reach. Covering the entire
surface and gleaming llke gems In the
sunlight, they present a beantiful ple-
ture. These animals constitute a del-
leacy much sought for by whalea,
Bome of them shed a sllvery light,
while others yleld blue and others red
light.

Mivers That Flow RBackward.

Near Argostoll, a town on ona of the
Greek Islands, four little torrents of
sea water, rolling on an avernge fAfty-
five gallons a second, penetrate Into
the flesures of the cliffs, flow rapidly
land and finally gradually disnppear
p the crevices of the spoll. Two of
water courses are snfficlently
verful to turn all the year ronnd the
heels of two mills constructsd by
an enterprising Foglishman, Thilx
sesms at first sight absurd on the face
of It, but It Is quite easily explained.
The hills of the island are of soft, cal-
careons rock, full of fissures, and suck
up water llke 'mmense spounges. In
consequence the pools In thelr subter
rahean caverns inre always lower than
the surrounding sea, so to restore the
balance thege little brooks, fed by the
‘waves, are always descending Inland.
The curlous yet natural result of the
cotwtant evaporation of the sea water
is that gignntie masses of salt crystal:
Are constantly forming In the caves.—
Strand Magazine.

Milllons of Baffnloes Onee Ranged
the Western Plains,

The early explovers who deseribe the
buffale numbers do not give us any-
thing more exact than superiative ex-
pressions, such as “countless berds”™
“Ineredible pnmbers,”  Cleeming myr-
Inds,” “the world one robe,” ete. |
have endeavored to get ot n more ex-
et Wlen of thelr nubers.

The total aren Inbabited by the hof-
falo was ahont 000000 squnre milez
Of this the open plalos wers one-hnif.
Acvording to the fgures supplied me
by A. F, Potter of the forest servive,
the ranges of the Dakotus, Montany,
Wyoming, Nelraska, Kansas, Colora.
o, Texns and Oklnhoma (n totnl of
about 750,000 square miles, or half of
the plaing) were, according to the cen-
sug of N0, earrying 24000000 hend
of eattle and horses and about 6,000,
000 head of sheep, This means that
when folly stocked they might sustain
a number of buffalo at least equnl to
the number of eattle and horses. The
buffilo hnd to divide thelr heritnge
with numerous herds of mustang dn-
telope and wapiti. On the other hand,
a buffalo could find a living where a
range nanlmal would starve, many of
the rlichest bhottom lnnds are now fene.
el In, and we have taken no account
of the 0,000000 sheep. Therefore we
ure safe In placing at 40,000,000 the
buffalo formerly living on the eutire
plains area,

Their prairfe range was a thinl as
large, but 1t was vasily more fertile—
Indeed, the stockmen reckon one prid-
rle acre equal to fonr acres on the
plains, Doubtless, therefore, the pral-
riea sustained pearly us many head ns
the plaing, We muy safely set their
population at J0.000,000, The forest
region was the lowest In the rate of
population. For s 1,000,000 square
miles we shonld not allow more than
56,000,000 buffale. These figures would
make the primitive number of bufalo
75,000,000,

Many other caleulations based on
different data give similar or slightly
lower totals, From these facts it will
appear very safe to put the primitive
buMalo population at 50 000000 to 60,
000,000, — Ernest Thompson Seton in
